. country any further opening of the door to Imports would tend

destroy American industries, to stop employment, to reduce wage;; 
and to bring about another period of depression and disaster."

TORTURES OF PILES 


IT IS UNNECESSARY TO SUFFER 


SHORTER 
HOURS 
FOR 
WOMEN. 


The supreme court of Illinois lias handed down a decision declaring 


constitutional a law to regulate the hours of 
labor 
for 
women. 
The 


decision is remarkable from the fact that it reverses a decision of fourteen 
years ago by the same court on u question precisely similar. At that time 
the court held that it was not necessary for the police power of the state 
to interfere with the hours of labor of women unless those hours were such 
as to eiidnuger the health of the women and thus unfit them for motherhood. 


The court now, however, sustains the interference of the police power 


to restrict the hours of labor for women on the ground that excessive and 
debilitating labor by women would ultimately affect 
ihc 
public 
health 


in general. 


, This question hns been agitated in other states and (ho matter of con- 


stitutionality has been raised against the proposition'to bnvo a special law 
regulating the hours of labor for women and children. 
The time seems to 


have arrived when such a law will meet general 
approval 
because 
its 


necessity lias been amply demonstrated in almost every part of the country. 
In this respect the distinction between men and women is recognized. 
In 


opposition to this law it has been claimed that women should possess the 
name freedom of contract as do men. But on the matter of working hours 
the good of society and the proper protection of women demand thut even 
against her will she be prevented from 
engaging 
iu 
labor 
that 
may 


incapacitate her for the duties of family life.

The masses wero waiting at the .rail- 
way station and when he alighted from 
tho train they swept him aloiif,' toward 
his carriage. The police were power- 
less to check the violent rushes, 
in 


which numbers,

thrown to the ground. 
Foreign Minister Swinderen, whose 


wife was Miss Bessie Glover, o£ Wash- 
ington, D. C., received Col. Roosevelt 
on the platform in behalf, bl the gov- 
ernment and drove with him in a court 
equipage through the decorated streets 
of the city to the Hotel DCS Indcs, near 
the American legation. In tho 
party 


also was Kermlt 
Roosevelt, 
Mrs. 


Roosevelt and Miss Ethel led Amster- 
dam on an earlier train and already 
were here when Col. Hoosovelt ar- 
rived.

Tho great, orderly 
assemblage 
ot 


townspeople, cheering and waving the 
Stars and Stripes and handkerchiefs, 
remained outside 
long 
after Col. 


Kobsevelt had entered the hotel. Fre- 
quently the crowd burst into song and 
called tor the American .ex-president 
to appear. Finally he came out upon 
the balcony and bowed to tho multi- 
tude, then withdrew. The crowd, how- 
ever, remained some time afterwards, 
singing patriotic songs, and then dis- 
persed. 


Col. 
Roosevelt and his wife and chil- 


dren will he received today 
by' the 


Queen Mother. 
In the afternoon he 


and his party will visit Delft, where is 
situated the palace in which William 
of Orange was assassinated, but now 
used as a museum, and various other 
interesting places. 


Altogether Col. Roosevelt's visit yes- 


terday to the land of his 
forefathers 


was a notable one. From 
the 
time 


that his train reached Koosendaal, on 
the frontier, until he retired here last 
night, the cordiality of the people to- 
wards him was remarkable. The peo- 
ple everywhere cheered him 
and 
at 


Het Loo, Queen Wilhelmina anil 
the 


Prince Consort and high personages in 
the realm welcomed him, and her maj- 
esty gave a luncheon ill his honor. 


When Col. Honncve.lt arrived at the

the Prince Consort was standing on 
the front steps awaiting him. 
When 


the automobile containing the Ameri- 
can partv stopped, Prince Henry, with- 
out awaiting an Introduction shook the 
American ex-president's hand warmly 
and assisted him to alight from 
the 


royal automobile which had brought 
the party from Arnhcm.

Kermit. the prince had them shown to 
their rooms where they changed their 
clothes and afterward were received by 
the queen 'In her small drawing room.

years ago by (he same court on a question precisely similar. At that time 
the court held Hint it was not necessary for (he police power of the state 
to interfere with the hours of labor of women unless those hours were such 
ns to endauger the health of the women and thus unfit (hem for motherhood. 


The court now, however, sustains the interference of the police power 


to restrict (he hours of labor for women ou the ground (hat. excessive and 
debilitating labor by women would ultimately affect 
Hie 
public 
health 


in general. 


This question IMS been agitated in other states and the matter of con- 


stitutionality has been raised against the proposition to have n special law 
regulating (ho hours of labor for women und children. The time seems to 
have arrived when such a law will meet general 
approval 
because 
ils 


necessity has been amply demonstrated in almost every part of the country. 
In this respect the distinction between men nnd women is recognized. 
In 


opposition to this law it hns been claimed that women should possess (he 
same freedom of contract as do men. But on the matter of workin;; hours 
the good of society and the proper protection of women demand that even

Is an expense In the country, because 
the householder in a number of cases 
pays for" having it carried away; 
therefore her economy .conies In hav- 
ing Inflammable stuff burned on the 
premises. And as dry trash is easily 
three-fourths of the refuse she saves 
just that.much on cartage. 


To hold trash there should be a bar- 


rel and a flrm mandate Issued by the 
head of the house that old tins, bottles 
and everything nonburnable be put In- 
to it. In another barrel papers, rags, 
etc., that usually fill the household 
scrap basket must be placed. 
.". 


One particular spot on the place 


should be reserved for the holocaust. 
It will be a black and unsightly spot, 
and for that reason a retired nook 
should be chosen. If thero 1's none the 
drive may bo "used, for after the flre 
Is out the gravel may be raked over, 
so In a day or two all traces 'of the fire 
are obliterated. 


As for the ashes, unless they are 


very coarse they make excellent walks 
in the country. It is best to have them 
sifted first, as some may be burned 
later, thus reducing the coal bill. Those 
left are cinders that-will pack down 
hard and smooth and save buying 
Travel for walks and drives. In this 
way a whole walk may be made of 
ashes with a thin top layer of gravel. 
This Is a tip for persons building coun- 
try homes on limited incomes.

Medical Inspection of Private Schools 


nr. Huntress reported as follows on 


the matter of medical Inspection 
of 


pupils In private schools of the city: 


As a committee of one appointed' to 


examine Into the matter of 
medical 


inspection of private schools of this 
city, I ' ' 
report: 


"Medical Inspection 
in the 
public 


schools is doing good work in Lowell 
and I am convinced that iuch inspec- 
tion is just as necessary in the private 
schools. 


"I have had conferences with nearly 


all the clergymen in charge of 
paro- 


chial schools in Lowell and 
I 
found 


them all in accord with me on 
(his 
subject. 


"They all believe that it would be 


a benefit to the schools as well .1.1 to 
the city at large to have pupils under 
their jurisdiction inspected by compe- 
tent physicians. 


"I have written letters of inquiry to 


the school hoard and boards of health 
of nearly all of the large cities in this 
state, and from these letters I 
have 


learned that in a decided majority of 
the cities the school physlci-ins visit 
and inspect the pupils of the 
private 


schools as well as those of the punlic 
schools. 


"In a minority of the cities the con- 


dition is the same as in Lowod, viz., 
entire absence of 
inspection h: 
tho 


private schools. 
The 
Lowell school 


hoard might have acted as thr hoards 
having charge of this matter huviaiM- 
?d in most of the cities in Massachu- 
setts and have Included the pai-Dc'.iial 
schools in their inspection; 
but 
the 


school committee of this city interpret- 
ed the law literally, which, thus

prprcted applies only to the 
public 
schools.

Tho supremo court of Illinois has handed down a decision declaring 


constitutional a law to regulate the hours of 
labor 
for 
women. 
The 


decision is rernnrknblc from the fuel that it reverses a decision of fourteen 
years ago by the same court on a question precisely similar. At that time 
the court held that it was not necessary for Hie police power of the slate 
to interfere wilh Hie hours of labor of women unless those hours were sneh 
ns to endanger the health of the women and thus unfit them for motherhood. 


The court now, however, snptuiiis Hie interference of the police power 


to restrict the hours of labor for women on the ground that excessive and 
debilitating labor by women would ultimately affect 
the 
public 
health 


in general. 


This question has been agitated in other slates and the matter of con- 


stitutionality has been raised against the proposition to have a special law 
regulating I he hours of labor for women and children. 
The time seems to 


have .arrived when such u. law will meet general 
approval 
because 
its 


necessity has been amply demonstrated in almost every part of the country. 
In this respect the distinction between men and women is recognized.

of the city to the Hotel Des Indes, near 
the American legation. In the party 
also was Kermit 
Roosevelt, Mrs. 


Roosevelt anfl Miss Ethel left Amster- 
dam on an earlier train 
and already 


--wore here when Col.. Hoosovelt 
ar- 


rived. 
'The great, orderly 
assemblage 
ot 


townspeople, cheering and waving the 
'Stars and Stripes and handkerchiefs, 
•remained outside 
long 
after Col. 


Roosevelt had entered the hotel. Fre- 
quently the crowd burst Into song and 
'called tor the American 
ex-president 


to appear. Finally he came out upon 
the balcony and bowed to the multi- 
tude,, then withdrew. The crowd, how- 
ever, remained . some time afterwards, 
singing patriotic songs, and then dis- 
persed. 


Col. Hooseve.lt and his wife and chil- 


dren will, he received today

Queen Mother. 
In the afternoon he 


and his party will visit Delft, where is 
situated the palace in which William 
'61 Orange was assassinated, but now 
iised as a museum, and various other 
interesting places. 


Altogether Col. Roosevelt's visit yes- 


terday to the land of his 
forefathers 


was a notable one. From 
the 
time 
that his train reached Hoosendiml, on 
the frontier, until he retired here last 
night, the 'cordiality of the people to- 
wards him was remarkable. The peo- 
ple everywhere cheered him 
and at 


Het Loo, Queen AVIlhelmina and

Prince Consort and higli personages in 
the realm welcomed him, nnrt her maj- 
esty gave a luncheon in his honor. 


When Col. Roosevelt arrived at the 


summer home of the queen at Het Loo, 
the Prince Consort was standing on 
the front steps awaiting him. 
When 


the automobile containing the Ameri- 
can party stopped, rrlncc Tlenryi with- 
out awaiting an introduction shook the 
American ex-president's hand warmly 
and assisted him to alight from 
the 


royal automobile which hud brought 
the party- from A-rnhem. —After meet— 
ing Mrs. Roosevelt, Miss 
Ethol 
and 


Kermlt, the prince had them shown to 
ihelr rooms where they changed their 
clothes and afterward were received by 
(he queen in her small drawing room. 
Queen Wilhelmina took Col.

velt's arm when luncheon was an- 
nounced and the Prince Consort es- 
corted Mrs. Roosevelt.

The supreme court of Illinois has Imnrlcd down a decision declaring 


constitutional a law io regulate (he hours of 
labor 
for 
women. 
The 


decision is remarkable from the fact that it reverses a decision of fourteen 
years ago by the same court on n question precisely similar. 
At that time 


the court hold Hint it was not necessary for the police power of the state 
io interfere with the hours of labor of women unless those hours were such 
;;s to endanger the health of the women and thus unflt them for motherhood. 


The court now, however, sustains the interference of the police power 


to restrict the hours of labor for women on Iho ground that excessive and 
debilitating labor by women would ultimately affect 
the 
public 
henllh 


ill general. 


This question has been agitated in other states nnd Uic matter of con- 


.slitutionality has been raised against the proposition to have a special law 
regulating the' hours of labor for women and children. The time seems to 
have arrived when such a law will meet general approval 
because 
its 


r.eeessity has been amply demonstrated in almost every pnrt of the country. 
In this respect tho distinction between men and women is recognized. 
In 


opposition to this law it has been claimed that women should possess the 
same freedom of contract as do men. But on the matter of working hours 
the good of society and tho proper protection of women demand that even 
against her will she bo prevented from 
engaging 
in 
labor 
that 
may 


incapacitate her for the duties of family life.
